He was 
colonel of the 6th Cavalry, and was engaged to be married 
to Rousseau’s daughter, who was very pretty and resided in 
Louisville. Thomas, Kousseau and Watkins were all on duty 
in Nashville at the time. I think it was just after Thomas's 
great battle at and neur Nasbville, when Hood’s army was 
annihilated, in December, 1864. It occurred to Watkins that 
it would be a good time for bim to visit Miss Rousseau, so 
he went to Gen. Thomas and asked for a leave of absence 
for two weeks. To the dismay of poor Watkins, Thomas 
shrugged his shoulders. So the colonel, without waiting tor 
the general to say no, reminded the latter that he was young, 
and touched prettily upon tbe ardor of bis attachment for 
the only daughter of one of the great commander’s bravest 
and most patriotic generals. But Thomas couldo’t see it, 
So he put bis hand affectionataly upon Watkins’s shoulder 
and said: *“* My dear colonel, I’ve been there. I, too, have a 
sweetheart, and I haven’t seen ber for two years. And what 
is more, I have been married to my sweetheart a long time, 
and I want to see her as much, if not more, than you do 
yours. But we mustn't go to visit our sweethearts until the 
war is over. Besides, | bave just planned a raid in Northern 
Alabama, and General Whipple has suggested that you be 
placed in command, and I want you to report for this 
special duty early to-morrow morning.” I saw Watkins a 
short time after, and he related the incident. to me as I have 

resented it here, and he added with reference to the great 
Thomas, who never lost a battle: “* The dear, blessed, good, 
damned old darling!" Harry made the raid and came out 
of it with flying colors, and shortly afterward got his leave 
of absence and married the lovely Miss Rousseau. A num- 





ber of us weat up from Nashville to the wedding. 1 think 
Harry and his nguished father-in-law died some 20 years 
ago, and are buried at Cave Hill Cemetery, near Luuisville,”

Tue N. Y. Evening Journal gives an account of 
the fees of some of the ten thousand lawyers of New 
York ana Brooklyn. The following area few of the 
items: The most widely known and without doubt 
lucrative law firm in New York is Evarts, Choate 
and Beaman, with magnificent offices at 152 Wall 
street. The seniur is the alphabetical senator, sena- 
tor Wm. M. Evarts, whose active interests during 
the session of the Senate is very slight. Hon. Joseph 
H. Choate, a host iv himself, is the pleader. The 
firm’s earnings are said to be $500,000 annually. Mr. 
Choate’s fees are enormous. The next in import- 
ance is Tracy, MacFarland, Boardman and Piatt, 
with offices at No. 35 Wall street. The senior is 
Secretary of the Navy, Benjamin F. Tracy, the 
“counsel.” Mr. Frank H. Platt is a son of Senator 
Thomas C. Platt, while A. B. Boardman 1s well 
known as a constitutional lawyer. The clever Wm. 
M. Ivins has recently allied himself with this firm, 
which has for a month or more been interested in 
the attempt to overthrow Tammany Hall. Wm. 
W. MacFarland is the other partner. The firm's 
business is, by good judges, said to be worth $400,000 
annually. Coudert Brothers have a monopoly of the 
French business. The firm is Charles and Frederick 
R. Coudert, and its income iz not far from $350,000. 
its practice is by no means confined, and is very 
general in its character. The firm of Bangs, Stet- 
sop, Tracy and MacVeagh, of which Grover Cleve- 
land is a recent ucquisition, has an income of 

.000. Mr. Cleveland has become a_ great 
drawing card, and to him are referred the 
man Cig cases requiring great research. Sew- 
ard, Da Costa and Guthrie devcte their attention 
almost exclusively to corporation law. Clarence 
Seward, the head, seldom practices other than in 
the U.s. Courts. The firm’s income is between 
$250,000 and $300,000. Col. Robert G. Ingersoll has 
one of the lai gest individual! practices in New York. 
It is said of him that he wil not accept a retaineg of 
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less than $500, with fees ruaning high into the thou- 
sands. Col. Ingersoll is one of the most approach- 
able of the heavy legal lights. His earnings with 
bis pen and legal knowledge are between $75,000 and 
$100,000 a year. Daniel Dougherty, the “silver- 
tongued,” bus two offices, one in New York, the 
other in Philadelphia. His income is not far from 
$50,000. The largest firm which devotes a large part 
of its time to the practice of criminal law is that of 
Howe and Hummel. Wom. F. Howe, the melter of 
jurymen's hearts, attends exclusively to the crim- 
inal eud, while little Abe Hummel delves into the 
intricate questions of civil practice. Between them 
they divide $100,000 annually.

Commodore 
Jobnuson was a brother of the eminent artist, Mr. 
Eastman Jobnson of New York.

Mayor Coggeshall also ad- 
dressed them, and spoke cf the hardships and temp- 
tations of a sailor's life,on which they were about 
toenter. He alluded to his own service as a boy 
before the mast. He congratulated them on baving 
had over them for some years so kind and thought- 
ful a master as Commander Higginson.

FIFTY-FIRST CONGRESS—FIRST SESSION. 


Senate bills granting $50 per month to the widows 
of Rear Admiral Fabius Stanley and Real Admiral 
Le Roy were passed by the House June 28. 

The Senate resolution authorizing Commander 
Dennis W. Mullan, U. 8. N., to accept a medal pre- 
sented by the Chilian Government was passed by 
the Senate June 28. 

The Senate has passed the bill giving Capt. George 
M. Wheeler the rank uf major on the retired list; 
also the bill to place James M. Williams, late col- 
onel U. 8. Volunteers, on the retired list of the 
Army with the rank of captain. 

The bill granting the widow of Rear Admiral 
Chandler a pension of $50 per month was passed by 
the House June 28. 

The House Naval Committee on Naval Affairs, in 
reporting favorably the Senute bill (No. 540) in re- 
gard to the naming of naval! vessels, with the amend. 
ments heretofore printed in the JOURNAL, say: 
“The existing statute provides for the rating of the 
vessels and also for grading the assignments to com- 
mand. in the Senate bill the latter feature is 
omitted. It seemed to the committee that some 
classification of the detail for command should be 
preserved, and after conference with the Secretary 
of the Navy, aad in conformity with his recom- 
mendation, the committee recommend that all the 
words in lines 6,7, and 8 be stricken out, and that 
the following words be inserted in lieu thereof: 

* Sec. 1429. The vessels of the Navy of the United States 
shall be divided into four cla-ses, and shall be commanded 
a3 nearly as may be as follows: Firat and second rates by 
cuptaios, third rates by commanders, and tourth rates by 
lieutenant commanders or lieutenants. 

“The committee, after full consideration of the 
subject of classifying the names of ships of war, 
bave been led to the conclusion that the nomencla- 
ture employed in the Senate bill in designation of 
types of vessels is not so distinctive and specific as 
to accomplish the object of having the name clearly 
indivate the characteristics of each vessel. For in- 
stance, the designation of a vessel as a * battleship’ 
might easily embrace ‘armored coast-defence ves- 
sels,’ and under the designation of ‘cruiser’ we 
should have, according to the latest official classifi- 
cations, vessels ranging in size and power all the 
way from the 8,150 tons ‘armored cruiser’ to the 
‘cruisers Nos. 12 and 13,’ of only 1,050 tons displace- 
ment. It bag, therefore, seemed to the committee 
wise to adhere to the system of classifying the 
names of our ships of war according to their rates, 
and we recommend that all the words in lines 23, 24, 
25, and 26, and the words * United States’ in line 27 
be stricken out, and the following words inserted in 
lieu thereof: 

** Vessels of the first rate shall be named after the States 
of the Union, vesseis of the second rate after cities of the 
United States, vessels of the third rate after important 
events or names connected with the naval history of the 
United States, and vessels of the fourth rate after lakes and 
rivers of the United States. 

“The committee recommend that the bill be thus 
amended and passed.” 

Ata meeting of the Housa Military Committee on 
Tuesday last it was decided to make favorable re- 
ports on H. R. 281, authorizing the President to pre- 
parearoll of the telegraph operators who served 
during the War, and to issue to them or their repre- 
sentatives suitable certificates of honor stating the 
service rendered and the assimilated rank they 
held ; S. 548, for the presentation of suitable medals 
to the survivors of the “Forlorn hope storming 
party” of Port Hudson; and H. R. 5944, to reorgan- 
ize the band of the U.8. Military Academy. The 
Jatter bill was amended so as to give the leader of 
tae band the assimilated rank of lieutenant of cav- 
alry and placing the number of musicians of the 
second class at 20 instead of 30. 

The House Committee on Naval Affairs failed 
again this week to geta quorum together, and as a 
consequence the Senate bill to promote the effi- 
ciency of the enlisted force of the Navy, whicb 
Chairman Boutelle is so anxious to bave disposed 
of, goes over for another week. Ic is the intention 
of Mr. Boutelle to push this measure at the very 
first opportunity.

That the Secretary of War is hereby 
authorized to appoint a board of review, to consist of three 
members and a recorder, from officers of the Army on the 
active or retired list, to review the proceedings, findings, 
and sentence of any Court-martial for the trial of a com- 
missioned officer or enlisted man, either of the Regular 
Army or volunteer forces, where the accused has been dis- 
hoporably disch from the military service of the 
United Sta’ 


tes. 

Sec. 2. That the said board of review shall have jurisdic- 
tion of all such cases ag shall be ordered before it by the 
Secretary of War, and its members shall serve without com- 
pensation, except such as they are now receiving, and may 
be relieved from time to time as the exigencies of the sex 
vice may require. 

Sec. 3. That it shall be lawful for said board of review to 
hear and consider any additional evidence in each case as 
may properly be brought before it, under such rules and 
regulations as may be established by the Secretary of War, 
and it is hereby authorized to subpoena witnesses and to ad- 
minister oaths when necessary: and the proceedings and 
findings, with the recommendations of said board, shall be 
forwarded to the Secretary oi War for his cousideration and 
action: Provided, That the Government shall be put to no 
expense on account of witnesses summoned in behalf of the 
applicant. 

Sec. 4. That in all cases where the relief peages for is 
recommended by the said board of review, iu whole or in 
part, and approved by the Secretary of War, it shall be the 
duty of the Secretary of War to refer to Coogress, for such 
action as it may deem proper, the fladings ot the board of 
review, together with the evidence upon which the finding 
is based. The Secretary of War shall also report to Con- 
gress what action by Congress is deemed by him as neces- 
sary in order that justice may be done in tbe case: Pro- 
vided, That no right to any pay or allowances shall accrue 
or be revived from such amendment of the records in any 
case. 








THE NAVAL ACADEMY REPORT. 


THe report of the Board of Visitors to the U.S. Naval 
Academy has been made public. The Board concurs in the 
recommendation made by previous Boards that the age of 
ad mission be fixed from 15 to 18 years, and that the course be 
fixed at the former limit of four years. The additional two 
years at sea are clearly a hardship and of no positive ad- 
vantage. Furthermore a reduction of the course will per- 
mit appointments to the Academy to be made every four 
years instead of every six years, and the benefits of the 
course will be extended. The appointment of a cadet 
should be maue at least one year before he enters the Aca- 


iemy. 

The Board is strongly of the opinion that all cadets should 
ae — residents of the district from which they are ap- 
pointed. 

It is suggested that some knowledge of geometry should 
be required of the candidate, also something more compre- 
hensive in the matter of geography and history. 

The Board finds the grounds devoted to drilling purposes 
and for park and recreation privileges in admirable condi- 
tion, The sanitary condition is also spoken of as excellent, 
More extensive students’ quarters are urgently recom- 
mended and a new location urged. 

The sale of the unused hospital is recommended; also the 
coastruction of four new officers’ quarters and the eolarge- 
ment of the recitation ball or the construction of a vew 
building. 

The Board observed with much interest the target 

ractice with great guos and the drilis io seamanship on 

ard the Wyoming, and considered that all the latter 
duties were fairly well performed considering the oppor- 
tunities they have had, and aiso taking into consideration 
the fact that the Wyoming is too heavy a ship. The Board 
urgeotiy recommends a tighter vessel and proportiva- 
ately rigged and armed with the latest type of guns and 
supplied io other respects with the improved fitments that 
are required. The Department of Ordnance is efficiently 
conducted ; the target practice was considered particularly 
good; very few of the shots fired would bave missed a 
moderate size vessel ; the guns’ crews were coo! and deliber- 
ate in working their battery and shcwed a proficiency and 
excellence in their marage ment that reflected great credit 
on their instructors and themselves. The drill of the feid 
pieces On shore was very good, and the exercises in fencing, 
the bayonet drill, the setting up and cane crilis showed 
the cadets to be proficient in the use of the rapier, sabre 
and bayonet. 

The examples placed before the Board in navigation 
leads it to conclude tbat the cadets understand thoroughly 
its principles and their application on all points necessary 
to become expert navigators. 

A torpedo boat, in the opinion of the Board, should be 
stationed at the academy for the practical instruction of 
the cadets. 

The discipline of the Academy the Board considers worthy 
of the highest praise, the orders issued by the Superintend- 
ent Jan. 20 and 25 last establisbing the Department of Dis- 
cipline being specially commended. 

The Board is particularly gratified at the evidences of 
thorough training of the cadets in drill and tactical evolu- 
tions. fn this connection it approves of the act of the Su- 
periotendent in offering medals for proficiency in great gun 
target practice and small arms target practice. 

The commissioned officers statioped at the Academy are 
commended for their contributions to a permanent fund to 
procure a medal annually for wenerai excellence in athletic 
exercises. 

It is recommended that the commandant of cadets be 
given sea pay of his rank instead of shore pay ; also that the 
eadets be relieved from the payment of the wages of the 
servauts employed about their quarters; that the police 
force of the Academy be given authority to make arrests, 
and that the slide vaive double cylinder engine used for in- 
struction in the Steam Engineering Department be sup- 
planted by a triple expansion condensing engine of modern 
and approved construction, to cost about $50,000. 

The course in wathematics is considered of a sufficiently 
high standerd. In the department of physics many im- 
provements have been made, especially in the line of elec- 
trical appliances. 

The instructions given in English studies and modern 
languages was marked by thoroughness and detail, and ad- 
vanced methods being employed, while the teaching of 
drawing, physiology and hygiene was so complete and sat- 
isfactory as to leave nothing for the Board by way of sug- 
gestion or criticism. ; 

In the opinion of the Board the course of study will com- 
pare favorably with that of the best educatioaal institu- 
tions of the country. x 

The Board considers the Paymaster'’s Division at the 
Academy well administered and that the floances of the in- 
stitution are well guarded. 

Ia conclusion the report says: “The Board was most 
favorably impressed with the efficient and officerlike man- 
ner in which ali that relates to the discipline and splendid 
condition of the Institution has been conducted and pur- 
sued by the Superintendent, Capt. Wm. T. Sampson, and 
his very effective aids.”

THE TUCSON COURT-MARTIAL. 


A DESPATCH saye: The Court-martial, June 28, 
took up the pew charges against Cept. Miltimore, 
relating to the purchase of a typewriter for which 
vouchers for $150 bad been signed by Thomas 
Hugbes. Hughes testified for the Government that 
be never sold Miltimore a typewriter, but said be 
bad signed vouchers in blank. Willis Haynes testi- 
fied he sold Miltimore a typewriter in 1588 for $100. 

Capt. True tertified that the typewriter was 
turned over to bim as Government property. He 
suid that be bad bougbt one similar in Lus Aogeles 
for $135. Glover, Capt. True’s clerk, testified that 
be bad receipted for the typewriter and cabinet as 
in good condition. Thay bad been used some, but 
pot much. Besides the typewriterand cabinet Cap- 
tain Militimore turned over some parchment paper, 
which were not included 1a the invoice, but were 
turned over as going with the machine. He said 
that the estimated total turned over to bim had 
amounted to $150 90 in Los Angeles. 

A despateb of July Lsays: * ‘T'ne court proceeded 
to try Major Joseph WW. Wham, paymas er, on a 
charge of violating tne 60tb Article of War by ad- 
vising and requesting Captain Miltimore to execute 
a lease purporting to rent one room as an office 
whereas in fact the said lease was intended to 
cover the rent of the entire bouse occupied as a 
residence and office, the charge of exorbitaaot rental 
having been abandoned by the prosecution. The 
evidence showed tnat it bas been customary dunog 
the past 25 years for paymasters to occupy offices in 
their bouses at all frontier towns, thus securing ad- 
ditional safety to their funds and increased service 
to the Government. The evidence further stowed 
that it was the quartermaster’s duty to reot the 
offices and that the accused had nothing whatever 
to do with the price or with the arrangemeots for 
the lease, having simply exercised bis choi-e in se- 
lecting an office by permission of Captain Miltimore, 
who executed the lease without advive from or con- 
sultation with the accused. More than two mootbs 
later the accused rented tne rest of the bouse at $26 
per month. The defence rested its case without 
putting a single witness on the stand and the court 
was five minutes in reaching a conclusion. The 
court then proceeded to try Major Albert 8, Towar, 
pay master, on similar charges. This trial lasted % 
mivutes. The court was three minutes in reaching 
a conciusion. Toe opicion is ubanimous that the 
finding is honorable acquittal in both cases.”’ 





CUSHING’S LIGHT BATIERY. 


Lieut Batrery BR, 4th U. 8. Artillerv, pow on a 
practice marco trom Fort Adams, arrived at Provi- 
dence Juve 29. Toe Journal says: “ At 2 o'vlock 
the battery warcbed to toe Dexter Training Ground 
for the purpose of ¢rill. Toe battery will strike 
camp Monday and march to Sci.uate, thence to 
South Manchester and New London, aod, crossing 
the ferry, proceed to South County towns to Fort 
Adams, arriving there about July 10. The march is 
primarily to test the endurance of the horses to

“The movements were executed from orders trum- 
peted in rapid succession, and the field movements 
excited admiration, because of their rapidity and 
steadiness. The movements were repeated several 
times, the drill lasting until 4.30 o’clock. 

“The camp had throngs of visitors. They came in 
carriages, the cable cars, and on foot, and were a 
pumerous and greatly interested body in the sigbts 
and sounds of the camp. The soldiers gallantly en- 
tertained all comers and no rest was theirs, for 
tents, with their equipments, were continually open 
to the public.

Capers 
demanded a regimental court-martial, but it was retused 
him until Gen. Gibbon called attention to the 30th Article of 
War, saying that on the application of any enlisted man the 
colonel “shall” convene a court. Thereupon a court was 
convened. The court found that Sergt. Capers had prob- 
ably acted uoder bad advice and that his action was due to 
youth and inexperience. Then the matter was dropped. 








COURT-MARTIAL CASES, 


In a recent C. M. case at Fort D. A. Russell, the reviewing 
authority, General Brooke, caustically says: “The pro- 
ceedings are approved, except the action of the Judge-Ad- 
voeate in burdening the record of the court with bis mis- 
taken views as to his instructions and duties, which are dis 
approved,” 

In the case of Sergt. John Nasb, Battery D, Ist Artillery, 
tried fur ** false swearing” befure a garrison court, Major- 
General Howard says: “* But it cannot be believed that so 
old and good a soldier as Sergeant Nash, who has been ia 
the Army almost continuously since 1861: for many years a 
trusted non-commissio' officer; and during his entire 
service always regarded with respect as an honorable sol- 
dier ; sbould have consciously and intendingly risked the 
pains and penalties of perjury, in a matter so trivial and 
so irrelevant to the subject betore the court, as that indi- 
cated in the specification to the charge. Under the pres- 
sure of a rapid cross-examinoation he must have answered 
as he aid without reflection, and might weil bave been 
urged to reconsider bis sony before its embodiment in the 
record. The recommendation to clemency which accom- 
panies the record shows the judgment of the court upon the 
degree of deliberation and intention which accompanied 
the act. In the belief thut justice will not be wronged b 
further lenity, the sentence is remitted and Sergeant Nas 
will be returned to duty.” 








SANITARY CONDITION OF ARMY POSTs. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

DURING the past few months it has been my plea- 
sure to visit several Army posts, and while there 
my attention was called to the sanitary condition of 
the hospitals and barracks. In nearly all posts I 
found great care had been taken in this matter and 
in general the system of heating and ventilating 
was good. Many of the bospitals and barracks 
could, however, greatly improved. 

in tbis connection [ wish to call attention to the 
ro of heating and ventilating now being intro- 

uced by Dr. T. E. Wilcox, of the U. 8. Army, at 
Fort Niobrara, Neb. The principal feature of his 
system of ventilation consists in jacketing the 
stoves, so that the cold air brought in beneath be- 
comes heated before being distributed through the 
rooms, and it also keeps the air in constant motion, 
preventing impurity of atmosphere. This is a mat 
ter worthy of consideration, and I trust may open 
tbe door for discussion of the subject through your 
valuable paper. The Doctor is a thorough scholar, 
devoted to his profession, and has given the subject 





much thought and consideration.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


Tue scarcity of engine room artificers and stokers 
in the British Navy is causing very considerable 
anxiety. 

A DESPATCH from Washington, June 27, says: * It 
has been found impracticable for the Unitea States 
steamsbips Yorktown and Galena to proceed to 
Portland, Me., to participate in the Fourth of July 
celebration. The former is short-handed, owing to 
changes in her crew, and the boilers of the latter 
are out of condition.” 

RELATIVE to the seaworthiness of the U.S. 8. 
Troquois, ibe San Francisco Report, among other 
thiugs, says editorially: ‘ It seems hardly possibie 
that the Navy Department can be informed upon 
the condition of the Iroquois, The Report has made 
some fun of the wretched old tub from time to 
time, but the situation, as regards her, is getting 
serious. To send ber on an ocean voyagein her 
present condition is to risk the livesof scorés of 
men who have no choice but to go to death if or- 
dered to doso by tbeir official superiors. Itis the 
duty of the Department to inquire whether the 
Troquois is fit to attempt the trip to Samoa. Should 
the inquiry be mad: we do not believe there isa 
sailor who knows the Iroquois who would not reply 
in the negative. The sailing orders ought to be 
couptermanded.” 

THe Army and Novy Gazette says: “The latest 
news about the Peral, the Spanish submarine boat 
which was to perform wonders, will not surprise 
our readers. Everything we hear tends to show 
that the recent trials have proved eminently unsat- 
isfactory. The report of the Special Naval Commit- 
tee convened to watch experiments has been kept a 
secret, but unbiassed observerr, naval officers and 
others, show po such reserve, and openly express 
their opinion that both the propelling and steering 
apparatus have failed. As to solving the problem 
of submarine navigation, the Peral carries us no 
further than the Nordenfelt, if so far. With regard 
to the French boats Goubet and Gymnote, the fact 
that the French press is very much less enthusiastic 
about them may be taken as evidence that they also 
have not been quite the successes, which their in- 
ventors hoped they would be.”

This type 
of boilers was decided upon after a competitive test 
for which all builders of coil boilers were invited to 
submit boilers.

The 
report of the board, of which Chief Engiveer Lor- 
ing was sepior member, was very favorable to both 
boilers, but they found that the Ward boiler was in 
some respects the best suited for the Monterey, and 
recommended its adoption. According to their re- 
port the four Ward boilers with which the Monterey 
will be — will be capable of supplying steam 
for 4,500 indicated horse power at 20 pounds of steam 
per horse power per hour.

TRIAL OF THE “SAN FRANOISCO.” 


THE new cruiser San Francisco, built by the Union 
Works, will be the next of the new vessels ready for 
official trial. The actual trial will probably not 
take place much before Augustl. The conditions 
of the trial and the mode of determining the speed 
are identical with those prescribed for the Phila- 
delphia.

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LINEAL PROMOTION. 


Tse Secretary of War has transmitted to the 
House a communication to the Chairman of the 
Military Committee from Second Lieutenant Edwin 
A. Root, 22d Infantry, on the subject of *‘ lineal 
promotion in the line of the Army.” He sends an 
argument in favor of this and with it a list show- 
ing the effect of the adoption of General Schofield’s 
recommendation that future promotions to the next 
bigher grade should be regulated according to the 
lineal principle. From this list it appears that 
seventy-seven of the present list of first lieuten- 
ants have been jumped by from one to ninety- 
three of their former juniors who have 
passed over their heads to a captaincy with, 
in some cases, seven years less service. Eighty- 
three second lieutenants have been jumped 
by from one to eighty-three of their juniors toa 
first heutenancy, with, in some cases, six years less 
service. Another case, not cited, is that of first 
Lieutenant William W. Robinson, Junior, Seventh 
Cavalry, who graduated from the U. S. Military 
Academy, June 15, 1869. He, as we are informed, 
was transferred against his protest from the Third 
Cavalry to the Seventh Cavalry, June 26, 1876, 
placing him in that regiment five files below his 
former juniors. Had he been allowed to remain in 
the Third Cavalry, he would have attained his cap- 
taincy in 1885, and would now stand eighth in that 
regiment. As it is and according to the proposed 
legislation he may not get his promotion for ten 
years yet, while, in the meantime, he will be con 
tinually jumped by his juniors and with no chance 
in the future of ever regaining any of the files he 
has lost or will lose. There are other similarly 
situated in the Seventh Cavalry, who would, if 
General Schofield’s propositions were adopted, be 
given, eventually, their proper places. In the list 
of captains as rearranged by Lieut. Root, there is no 
change 10 the first thirty-one captains including 
Gaines Lawson, and the following remain as they 
are: Bennett, Corliss, and Clapp. The following

THE WATSON LONGEVITY CASE. 


SECOND COMPTROLLER GILKESON has made a 
ruling adverse to the claims of several thousand 
Army officers, aggregating nearly $2,500,000. These 
are the claims for longevity pay for service eitber 
at the Military Academy or as enlisted men, based 
on the decision of the Supreme Court in the Watson 
case. He disallows all of the claims and holds gen- 
erally that in every case where a Treasury settle- 
ment has been made in which errors of longevity 
payments have been or might have been corrected, 
no matter what the form of claim may have been, 
such settlement is now closed, so far at least as the 
accounting officers are concerned. The decision is 
a long one, consisting mainly of the citation of 
facts and judicial decisions bearing upon the case. 
The text of the decision is in these words : 


If it can be shown that the claims now under con- 
sideration are not witbin the jurisdiction of the Su 
preme Court of the United States, then 1 think it 
will be admitted that the decision in the Watson 
case is not a binding authority upon the accounting 
officers. It must be remembered that the Watson 
case was brought in the Court of Claims and that 
the jurisdiction of that comt is by statute limited 
to claims arising witbin six years, bence it follows 
that the effect of the Watson decision by the Su- 
preme Court is to be measured by the statutory 
limit of the Court of Claims, and viewed in this 
light it will be found that all that can be claimed 
for the Watson decision is that an officer of the 
Army is entitled to have his cadet service at the 
Military Academy counted in the computation of 
bis longevity pay, provided he brings suit in the 
Court of Claims within six years from the time bis 
right accrued. This is the full legal effect that can 
be given to the Watson decision, and although it 
may be argued that such decision was rendered 
upon a construction of the act of 1838, still ic can 
not be said that the accounting officers are legally 
bound to follow such decisivn in cases over which 
the Court of Claims, and consequently the Supreme 
— of tne United States, can not have jurisdic- 

ion. 

If, therefore, [ am correct in holding that the de- 
cision in the Watson case is not of binding author- 
ity upon me in disposing of rhe claims under con- 
sideration, it may well be asked why should the 
long-settled practice of the accounting officers in 
refusing to count cadet service at the Miiitary Aca- 
demy in the computation of longevity pay be over- 
turned. [ have shown, | think, that the construc- 
tion placed upon the act of 1838 by the accountiag 
officers was for a period of at least 48 years, down to 
the time the Supreme Court decided the Watson 
case, acquiesced in by Cougress, the courts, and the 
officers of the Army themselves. lt should be re- 
membered that the persons interesicd were men of 
intelligence and superior education, of every grade 
from lieutenant up to general, many of them as dis- 
bursing officers, judge advocates, etc., and on duty 
in the War Department at Washiogton, required to 
become famuliar with law and its interpretation 
having facility to observe and take advantage of 
avy posible chance of favorable construction, with 
an opportunity during a period of 26 years, at least, 
prior to February 24, 1881, to bring suit in the Court 
of Claims, and yet these persons, with these oppor- 
tunities, and having large pecuniary interests in- 
volved, ———~ ia the construction of the ac- 
counting officers from 1838 to 1886, when aa 











brought his suit in the Court of Olaims. [n view 
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this condition of affairs [ think I can well be par- 
doved if I adhere to thelaw as acquiesced in by 
tbe claimants themselves, 

Phe doctrine that acquiesence by claimants in the 
construction of @ statute by the accounting officers 
for a long period of time will bave the effect of an 
estoppel bas tbe express authority of the Court of 
Claims to support it. 

Tbe doctrine is beld tbat a long practice, smount- 
ing to a contemporaneous and continuous construc- 
tion of astatute by the officers upon whom was im- 
posed the duty of executing it, ought not to be over- 
turned. If the question were new, a more I'beral 
construction of the act of 1898 might be justifiable, 
especially in view of what the Supreme Court has 
said in the Watson case; but in view of the fact that 
allthe parties in interest, their attorneys, the ac- 
counting officers, Attorneys-General, Congress, and 
courts down to 1889 have heretofore proceeded upon 
the theory tbat the construction first given to tbe 
act of 1838 was correct, it can bardly be said that the 
law was free from ambiguity and did not admit of 
such construction. Moreover, it appears that a 
masteriat statute, to wit. Secs. 1 and 2of the act of 
March 2, 1867 (14 Stat.. 434). was not brought to the 
attention of the Suprewe Court in the Watson case, 
and it does not appear that the effect of tbat act 
upon longevity pay from March 2. 1867, to July 14. 
1870, or upon the actof July 15, 1870, and Secs. 1262 
and 1263, Revised Statutes, bas ever been covusidered 
by the Court of Claims or by the Supreme Court, 
and even in the Watson case the act of June 18, 1878, 
was considered only by the most casual! aod indirect 
reterence. It must also be remembered that it bas 
pever yet been expressly decided, under the act of 
1838, that service as an enlisted man is to be counted 
in tbe computation for longevity pay. Tbe only 
foundation for counting such service is contained in 
the remark of Comptroller Butler, in the Grant case, 
that “serviceas an enlisted man is obviously service 
in the Army and must therefore be included in the 
principle of the decision.” This, itis true, may be 
correct, but n° court bas yet so decided, and bence 
the claims, such asthat of Lieut. Mitchell, repre- 
senting the third class (although for the purpose of 
classification | have treated Mitchell’s case as repre- 
senting aleo cadet service, because it represented a 
class where there had been no Treasury settlement), 
do not bave the express authority of any court to 
sustain them. 

1 therefore direct that all claims for longevity 
pay under the Watson decision now pending tn this 
office be disallowed, and that a copy of this opinion 
be sent to the Second Auditor, to theend that all 
like cases filed in his office be settled accordingly. 


THE next important retirement for age will be 
that on July 8 of Brigadier and Brevet Major Gen- 
eral Benjamin H. Grierson, the present commander 
of the Department of Atizona. General Grierson’s 
services during the war are so well known and bave 
been so often referred to in our columns that it 
is scarcely necessary to recapitulate them now. 
When the war broke out he was appointed a major 
of the 6th Illinois Cavalry, in 1862 was promoted 
to colone], and in June, 1863, he had so made h's 
mark that a brigadier generalship of volunteers was 
conferred upon him. In May, 1865, he was pro- 
moted major general, and in April, 1866, was mus- 
tered out of the volunteer service. In the follow- 
ing July he was appointed colonel of the 10th 
United States Cavalry, which position he held unt 
he was promoted to brigadier general by President 
Harrison, on the 5th of April last, in just recogni- 
tion of his distinguished career. He received three 
brevets for his war services, brigadier and major 
geueral in the Regular Army, and major general of 
volunteers. Since the war he has had his full share 
of arduous service in Arizona and elsewhere, and 
has well earned the konors which have been be- 
stowed upon him. 








THE advance in naval architecture, armament, 
and speed during the last twenty years is weil ex- 
emplified in the case of two vessels of Admiral 
Gherardi’s squadron, the Hssex, Captain Schley’s 
first command as a commander, and the Baltimore, 
his first ship in his present grade. We think no 
better tribute to the officers of the Navy can be 
paid than the statement that they are as ready and 
competent to command and take care of, in their 
various ramifications, these latest types of ~— 
guns and engines, as they were of tbe less complex 
craft which are now (fortunately) obsolescent. 








THE important Army retirement for age this week 
is that of Brigadier-General Robert Macfeeiy, Com- 
missary-General of Subsistence, which occurred 
on Tuesday, the tst of July. General Macfeely 
then concludeed an honorable and efficient career 
on the active list of precisely forty years. He 
entered West Point July 1, 1846, from his native 
State, Pennsylvania; was graduated July 1, 1850; 
promoted to the 4th Infantry, and when the Oivil 
War broke out was a ist lieutenant in that regi- 
ment. On the 11th of May, 1861, he was appointed 
commissary of subsistence, with rank of captain 
and attained the grade of major in 1863. During the 
war he rendered efficient service in many responsible 


positions and received therefor the brevets of lieu- 
tenant-colonel and colonel. On the 14th of April, 
1875, he was appointed Commissary-General of Sub- 
sistence, with rank of brigadier-general, by Presi- 
dent Grant. His administration of the Sabsistezce 
Department during these fifteen years has been 
thorough and with a consistent view to the best in- 
terests of the Service, and he leaves it in excellent 
shape for bis successor. 








In making tours through the inland towns and 
cities, from the regular recruiting stations at large 
cities, the recruiting officers send their handbills to 
the various pos‘ers, who have shown a most friendly 
and accommodating spirit, and have them posted 
by their letter carriers in the most prominent places 
in the cities. In order to advertise still more 
attractively the advantages and beauties of Uncle 
Sam’s Army, the recruiting branch of the War De- 
partment bas bad printed a large bill poster with 
all the flaming colors of a circus advertisement. It 
represents the mounted soldier and also the un- 
mounted one with the colors of the Army uniform 
well-depicted. Altogether it makes a most attrac- 
tive poster, and will probably serve to stir up the 
thirst for glory in many a country lad or idle 
passer-by. 








‘*THE Glorious Fourth” happened on Friday of 
this week, and was enthusiastically anc patriotic- 
ally observed in all sections of the country. To 
give ourselves and our employees an opportunity to 
assist in its observance, we go to press one day 
earlier than usual. 








THE opinion is quite genera! among Naval offi- 
cials that Prof. John R. Soley will be Secretary 
Tracy’s choice for the position of Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Navy, which has been provided for in 
the legislative bill for the current year. The fact 
that the Senate Naval Committee in reporting the 
amendment to the bill struck out the words ** from 
civil life,” which were included in the special 
measure first referred to the Committee, is taken as 
evidence that the Secretary prefers a naval officer 
for the office, and there is no one he considers bet- 
ter qualified for the office than Prof. Soley. 








PRESIDENT HARRISON took special pains to sign 
the bill for the admission of Idaho on July 3d, in 
order that the national flags to be hoisted on the 
Fourth of July may contain 43 stars. 








Ir the pending bills for the organization of ap- 
prentice battalions as a part of our military estab. 
lishment fail toreceive the attention they deserve 
by the present Congress, it will not be because of 
aoy lack of interest or “push” on the purr of Inapec- 
tor General Breckinridge.

Ina receut 
commubpication to Senator Piumb he dwelt at great 
length upon the necessity for speedy action and the 
benefit to be derived therefrom. With the Dell P.

A Court of [nquiry, consisting of Rear-Admuiral 
David B. Harmony, Commodores James A. Greer 
and A. W. Weaver, with Lieut. 8. C. Lemly as 
Judge-Advocate, bas been appointed to investigate 
the circumstances of the unpleasantness on board 
the Richmond, ani particularly the charges of in- 
subordination and violation of the Regulations pre- 
ferred by Rear-Adwmiral Gillis against Capt. Allen 
V. Reed, commanding officer of the Richmond. The 
difficulty between Rear-Admiral Gillia and Capt. 
Reed, as previously stated in the JourNaL, arose 
through the discharge of a cook by the latter, which 
Rear Admiral Gillis held was a violation of the 
regulation which forbids the discharge of an en- 
listed man on a foreigp station without authority 
from the Department. But this is said to be only a 
trivial portion of the complaints made against Capt. 
Reed. He is accused of unjustly aod illegally plac- 
ine Lieut. J. Marshall Robinson under suspension 
and of other violations of the Regulations. The 
court will conveneon board the Richmond at Hamp- 
ton Roads on Monday next. 








A Fort Davis (Texas) correspondent writes: “ [t 
was a wise step for Congress te legislate in favor of 
the Army canteev. Two years ago there was no can- 
teen at this post. Pay day was a day of debauchery. 
* * * During the past six months the canteen has 
worked a marvellous revolution in this respect. Lo- 
stead of men absent without leave, drunk and dis- 
orderly, the guardhouse ful! and Courts-martial 
daily, there has scarcely been a single case of intoxi- 
cation, absence without leave or case of disorderly 
conduct since the establishment of the canteen. 
Tbe canteen is a great institution and should be en- 
couraged. The barren and isolated home of the 
soldier on the frontier is thus made attractive; he 
is given a place where he can profitably spend his 
idle hours, and the canteen is really a great temper- 
ance institution, which does not encourage intem- 
perance. Bysustaining and supporting it the prob- 
lem of desertion is almost solved.” 








Tue Excelsior Times (Mo.) says: “ We perceive in 
a metropolitan exchange that an Army officer bas 
been everlastingly flayed and scourged before the 
Army and public for criticizing the ‘ ration fixed by 
law.’

THE official report of the trial of the Philadelphia 
to be made to the Secretary of the Navy upon his 
return to Washington on Weduesday next will give 
the speed of that vessel at a small fraction less than 
194¢ knots. All the calculatious of the tidal obser- 
vations have not yet been made, but the final 
figures cannot, it is stated, make auy material dif- 
ference in the amount of speed indicated. After 
the report has been made and the vessel formally 
accepted by the Department she will be sent to 
New York to be fitted out, a work that will proba- 
bly not require more than a month, as ber guaose, 
furniture, masts, etc., are now allready. A Navy 
officer who witnessed the trial says: ** The Philadel- 
phia is the best ship (man-of-war of ber type) in this 
country or any other."

Times cruelly says: “The 
United States soldier is very little better off ia point 
of weapons than his predecessors at the end of the 
civil war. He bas a breecbloading rifie of autique 
pattern; the artillery have guus out of date judged 
by European standards, and most of the beavy guns 
in our forts on the seacoast are relics of the last 
war. While all the old countries have been ad vanc- 





ing to the present stage of magazine rifies, small 
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bullets, and smokeless powder, the United States 
has stood still. The old flint-lock of Wasbington’s 
day is hardly less fitted to be opposed to the modern 
magazine rifie thah the arm which the American in- 
fantryman relies on to-day."’

THE NEW CRUISERS. 


SECRETARY TRAcyY has lost no time in deciding 
upon the general characteristics of the three new 
battleships and the swift protected cruiser pro- 
vided for in the current .Naval Appropriation Bill. 
On Monday the bill received the approval of the 
President, and before the close of business hours on 
the following day, circulars prescribing the essen- 
tial requirements for these vessels formally re- 
ceived the approval of the Secretary and are now 
being sent out to shipbuilders. From the time it 
became assured that these vessels would be pro- 
vided for, the Secretary gave the preparation of 
the preliminary plans for thee vessels his personal 
attention, making daily visits to the drafting rooms 
and holding frequent consultations with his bureau 
assistants. All the essential conditions were agreed 
to promptly, aod with more than usual unanimity. 
The circular gives the conclusions as follows: 


The minimum speed to be maintained for four consecu- 
tive hours, under conditions to be prescribed by the Secre- 
tary of the Navy, must be not less than 15 knots an hour. 
The hull is to be of steel, not sheathed. The framing is to 
be on the bracket system, and there will be a double bottom 
exteuding from armor shelf toarmor shelf and fore and aft. 

The armor on the side for protecting the water line will 
have a maximum thickness of not Jess than 13 iv. anda 
mean depth of 7 ft. The transverse armor at the ends of the 
belt will be not less than 14 in. in thickness. The redoubts 
and turrets wili have armor not less than 17 in. thick. The 
side from armor belt to the main deck will be protected 4 
not less than 5 in. of steel armor. Coal is to be carried bac 
of this5in.armor. Ano armored deck not less than 3 10, 1n 
thickness is to extend fore and aft from the endsof the 
armor belt being curved down on each side to meet the side 
of the ship below the water. Over the side armor belt this 
steel will be not less than in. iu thickness. 

An approved water excluding material equal to “‘wood- 
ite” or “cellulose” is to be fitted along the sides fore and aft 
on the siopes of the 3 in. protective deck, 

The battery to be carried is as follows: Four 13-in. breech 
loading rifles, with their mounts and equipments; four 8-in. 
breech loading mfies, with their mounts, shields and equio- 
ments; four 6-in. breech loading rifles, with mounts, shields 
and equipments; sixteen 6-pounder rapid fire guns; six 1- 
pounder rapid tire guns and two Gatliags, with all the ne- 
cessary mounts and shields therefor. 18-in. guns are to 
be protected by armor not less than 17 in. in thickness. The 
axes of the guns are to be not Jess than 6 ft. above the ceck 
and due regard must be paid to interference of fire and the 
effects of the blasts of the various guos. The 6-in. and 8-in. 
guns will be protected by shields, but are to de protected in 
addition by barbettes, or otherwise carrying 4-in. armor for 
the 6-in. guns and 6-in. armor for the 8-in. guns, and the am- 
munition of the latter gunsis to be supplied through arm- 
ored tubes. 

Twelve torpedoes will be carried. There will be seven 
above water torpedo tubes, two forward, one aft, and two 
on each side. 

The store-rooms will be made to hold three months’ pro- 
visions, with clothing and small stores for one year. Distil- 
ling apparatus will supply fresh water, the allowance of 
water to carried to beenough to lust 15 days, besides 
water for sanitary purposes. : 

The electric lighting plant will consist of three units, each 
unit having an engine, dynamo and combination bed plate. 
The weight of all fittings and stores of the installation, in- 
cluding search lights, sbould not exceed a total of 30 tons. 

At least 400 tons of coal must be carried on a mean 
draught of 24 feet. 

The detail of boats include one 33-ft. steam cutter, one 32- 
ft. sailing launch, two 28.ft. cutters, two 26-ft. cutters, two 
29-ft. whaleboats, one 30 ft. steam whaleboat, one 30-ft. giz, 
two 20 ft. dinghys, and one balsa. The boats must be 
stowed away clear of the biasts of the guns, and two life- 
boats must be so carried as to be rapidly lowered under all 
conditions ot weather. 

One military mast wili be fitted to carry twotops. A 
conning tower armored with 10-in. armor is to be fitted. 

The crew wil! consist of 430 men and 80 officers. 

The bidder may, if he so desired, adopt the plans and 
specifications of the department for the bull or machinery 
or any part thereof and embody them in bis plans and speci- 
fications, to be submitted with his proposals. 


The proposals for the 7,300-tons protected cruiser 
call for an average speed during a four hours’ run 
of 21 knots. 

The bull is to be of steel, not sheathed. An ar- 
mored deck is to extend all fore and aft, being 
turned down on each side to meet the side of the 
vessel below the water of a maximum thickness of 
four inches over the engine and boiler spaces. An 
approved water-excluding material equal to 
** woodite” or “ cellulose ’”’ is to be fitted along the 
= forward and aft on theslopes of the protective 

eck. 

The electric-ligbting plant should consist of three 
units, each unit having an engine, dynamo, and 
combination bed plate, the weight ef which should 
not exceed 24.000 pounds. The weight of all fittings 
and stores of the installation, including search 
lights, should not exceed 30 tons. A conning-tower, 
with 5 10ch armor, is to be fitted. The main battery 
is to consist of four 6-invh B. L. R. (40 cal.), to be 
mounted in the open protected by beavy shields, 
weighing two tons each; eight 4-inch R. F. guns, 
mounted under the protection of the upper deck, 
having fixed segmental shields attached to hull 
four inches in thickness. Secondary battery to Gon- 
sist of 12 6 pounders, six 1-pounders and two ma- 
chine guns. [woof the l-pounders and one of the 
machine guns are to be mounted on field carriages. 
There are to be four torpedoes tubes and 
discharging apparatus aod 12 torpedoes. The 
small arms are 300 rifles, 300 revolvers, 100 cutlasses, 
boat tanks, intreuching tools, etc. There will be 600 
rounds of 6-inch projectiles, 1,600 4 inch projectiles, 
6,000 6-pounders and 2,000 1 pounder Hotchkiss pro- 
jectiles. At least 750 tons of coal must be carried on 
a mean draft of 23 feet. Two ordinary masts with 
signal poles to be fitted. The crew will consist of 
425 men and 30 officers. 

The cost is not to exceed $2,750,000, excluding 
guns, ammunition, armor of turrets, barbettes, gun 
shields and armored tubes directly pertaining to the 
protection of the guns and loadiug positions.

Your recent article on the demoralization of the 
Navy Pay Corps, resulting from the terrible method 
of storekeeping introduced to the service by ex-Sec- 
retary Whitney and certain pay officers, shows chat 
the system is bearing bitter fruit. Probably no 
greater absurdity could have been foisted upon the 
already surcharged vaval organization, and were its 
sickening effect confined to those pay officers, who 
are responsible for its introduction, it might appear 
as a fitting retribution upon its originators, but un- 
fortunately the poor constiuctors, engineers and 
ordpance officers, that are in nowise answerable for 
the ridiculous system, are as likely to land in 
asylums as the paymasters. 

bat do you think of ascheme that removes all 
the stores, tools, etc., of the different departments 
from the shops where they are used, and from the 
supervision of the people who know their qualities, 
and consequently the proper means of preserving 
and caring for them, to place them at a remote 
point and uuder the care of men who do not even 
know their names? Yet this is the legacy that Mr. 
Whitney left to our naval arsenals. [t is powa fre- 
quent occurrence, if the officer in charge of a de- 
— needs an article of material, he musc quit 
is work, goto tbe naval storehouse, and find the 
article for the paymaster, otherwise the constr uct- 
or’s requisition for 1,000 trunnels may result in 1s 
receiving a cart Joad of belaying pins. 

The Navy Regulations require “that an officer in 
charge of shops should be as seldom in his office and 
as frequently as possible in the shops,” but under 
the present system of keeping the stores, he is 
lucky if he can pass much of his time in either, as 
the greater part of the working hours are consumed 
in aiding the paymaster at the storehouse. 

But the worst feature of Mr. Whitney’s uusystem- 
atic project is the enormously increased cost of all 
construction. To make this plain you have only to 
know, that according to bis regulations, but suffi- 
cieut of an article can be obtained from the store- 
bouse for work actually in band, consequently if 
the constructor needs a dozen ordinary woud 
screws, he must require these and no more. To ac- 
complish this the workman must apprise the fore- 
man, who requests the officer in charge of shops, 
this latter directs the clerk to made a requisition 
for a dozen wood screws which goes to the com- 
mandant for approval, thence to the storekeeper, 
who notifies the officer, and a man is sent for them 
in the New York Yard where sume of the shops 
are distant, at the expense of from 20 minutes to 
balf-an-hour's time. It is useless to complain about 
the extravagant cost of work at Navy-yards whilst 
such a method as this prevails, and it is greatly to 
be hoped that the Secretary’s anxiety to avoid vor- 
recting any of his predecessor’s errors may be laid 
aside when they entail upon the Navy such disas- 
trous consequences as the present storehouve sys-

UNIFORM INSPECTION METHODS. 


In the course of the session of the Nationa! Guard Asso- 
ciation of the United States in Washington last February, 
Gen. George W. Wingate, president of the association, was 
requested by Gen. Joseph C. Breckinridge, [nspec*or-G 2n- 
eral, United States Army, to state the ideas of the National 
Guard as to how the inspection of their camp by 
regular officers should be conducted, and what were the de- 
fects and merits of the existing system. In a personal in- 
terview at the [nspector-General’s Office, Gen. Winwate ex- 
pressed his views in plain English and stated the experience 
of the different States so far as he knew it. 

Sas, the subject was revived by the inspector- 
general in a letter, and in May last General Wingate was 
requested by Gen. Breckinridge to state in writing bis 
views in regard to what instructions should be given by the 
Inspector General’s Department, to the regular o: rs 
who were to be assigned as inspectors of the camps of the 
National Guard of the different States in 1890. After cor- 
respondence with a number of prominent officers of the 
different States, including Adjt.-Gens. Porter, (New York,) 
Galton, (Massachusetts,) Vance, (Illinois.) and otbers, Gen. 
Wingate prepared and forwarded a comprehensive and 
suggestive commuoication to which Iaspector-General 
Breckinridge bas ad.jed this endorsement :

Gen. Wingate proposes tbat inspecting officers detailed 
for inspection duty with the National Guard should serve as 
instructors, contining themselves strictly to the established 
customs of the Army and not introduce persona! theories, 
and taking up such parts of military duty as cannot be prac- 
tised in armories, and are shortiy to be put into actual prac- 
tice, explaining them by lectures aud otherwise, if it be de- 
sired, Sham fights, conducted as a popular spectacle, should 
be deprecated. 

He says: “Officers can best illustrate their instruction by 
reterriog to actual experiences in service, and preferably to 
theirowp. There is no use lecturing upon bigh explosives 
and things of that kind. The National Guard are not up tu 
it. Each inspector should carefully observe the selection 
and Jaying out of the camp and its appurtenances, and the 
feeding of men, their setting up, wearing and fitting of 
uniforms, discipline, respect to officers, condition of arms, 
drill and general efficiency, etc., together with the manver 
in which officers perform their duty. He should ioform the 
commanding officer daily (preferably in writing) of what be 
bas seen which is not correct, noting from day today in 
such reports whether the points be bas previously found de- 
fective bave been improved or not. He should suggest to 
the inspectors the points be sees to criticise,so that they 
cap ivcorporate them in their reports if they see fit, and 
thus be the first to report them. This will train them to 
properly perform tbeir duty, and they will appreciate it. 
He should omit from bis own reports what they cover. In 
bis criticisms the inspector should state tbe plain truth, put- 
ting itas much as possible in a way calculated to avoid 
offence, but not attemptiog to praise what is not worthy of 
it. The criticisms, on the other band, should be in a liberal 
ratber than a technical *pirit, and oairected to the practical 
part of wilitary duty rather than the mioutig of drill, 
with the view to aid in gathering up loose ends of instruc- 
tion, and to help make the troopsas fit for service as the 
limited time will permit, bearing alwaysin miod that they 
cannot beexpected to know the books which the regular 
officer is familiar with. Inspecting officers should not be 
permitted to commend upny k, and particularly any io 
which they are interested, to the National Guard to which 
they are assigned.”

Capt. Uu Bois ordered his company to get off at 59th street, 
and the testimony showed the orders to this effect were 

assed through the car loud enough to be heard by Col. 
ing, and no active steps were taken by the latter to pre- 
vent the men of the company leaving thecar. When the 
company were on the platform of the station Col. King put

bis bead out of the window and claims he informed Capt. 
Du Bois that the regiment was to p to 72d street, and 
that the latter should take bis company to that station. 
Col. Kiug testified that he fully believed Capt. Du Bois heard 
bis command. The defence claimed that be did not bear the 
order, or he would have obeyed it. The testimony for the 
defence showed that it was very doubtful that the order 
given Capt. Du Bois washeard by bim. The platform was 
crowded with peopie and there was considerable noise and 
confusion: besides the train moved quickly away. Capt. 
J.P. Leo acted as counsel for Capt. Du Bois. He referred 
to the fact that the charges were railroaded through to 
Geoeral Headquarters in an irregular maorer, contrary to 
prescribed regulations, thus ignoring the colonei of the 
regiment and the brigade commander, and witbout any 
valid reason. Counsel for Capt. Du Bois also claimed that 
the charges were the result of animus and persecution, ia 
which General Headquarters also figured. The court said 
it could not examine ioto any alleged irregularities of Gen- 
eral Headquarters, but Capt. Leo succeeded io having en- 
tered on the record that the charges were forwurded to 
Albany as part of a persecution and not in good faith. The 
prosecution produced no evidence that could prove any 
wilful disobedience of orders by Capt. Du Bois. Col. Camp 
testified that Capt. Du Bois was u« good officer and he had 
never bad apy trouble with bim, aad when he beard of the 
alleged disebedience of orders he at once reprimanded Capt. 
Du Bois. Capt. Leo reterred to the good record of Capt. 
Du Bois. He bad a record of 100 per cent. for duty, and in 
two years bad brougbt bis company up from some % men 
to over 80. Tbe charges caw be safeiy put down as a result 
of the bitter factional fightin the regiment. Capt. Du Bois 
pleaded “uot guilty” to alithe charges and specifications, 
Capt. Leo bas made charges against Lieut.-Col. King 
tor parading a substitute at inspection a little under two 
years ago, while commanding Co. B. 





Staty-ninth New York.—Col. Jas. Cavanagh. 


JUDGE INGRAHAM, in the Supreme Court, June 30, handed 
down an opinion refusing to continue the temporary in 

junction restraining Col. Cavanagh acd Capt. Thomas Mor- 
timer trom discharging Josep» Healy and Richard B. Byroe, 
members of Co. F. Jucge [ograbam says that according to 
the provisions of the Military Coue the officers mentioned 
have an undoubted right to dissharge the wen aad he re- 
fuses to interfere. [t is hoped that those members of the 
company respoosible for the issue of a scurrilous circular, 
in connection with the election for a lieutenant, will be 
found out and vunished. 

The Court-martial sitting on the case of Capt. Ryan of Co. 
G, was continued, on June 30, until midnight. A num* 
ber of witnesses were examined on both sides. Tbe case 
was concluded and the decision of the court has nut yet 
sean Wee wenaes to Albany, und may not be for a couple of 
weeks.

THE GEORGIA ENCAMPMENT. 


CHE camp of the Georgia militia for this their 
first year was located about 2% miles from Augusta, 
in a pine grove across the railroad from the expusi- 
tion building. It has mauy advantages for un en- 
campment on eminently healthy climate, excellent 
water, protection from the sun, 4 railroad to bring 
all supplies, and a building im which military exer 
cises can take place in bad weather, of such size 
that four dress parades of 400 men each could be 
held simultaneously init. The cano hd been ad- 
mirably iaid out by Lieut. Terrett, 8th U.S. Lofan- 
try, the offiver detailed to inspect tbe militia. Toe 
tent > was so scanty that quite a number of 
companies had to be quartered io the exposition 
building. 

The camp opened Monday, June 16. The brigade 
was commanded by Col. Geo. A. Mercer, of Savan- 
nah, with the following staff: Capt. Edward Field, 
4to Art., A. A. A.G.; Col. Wilberforce Daniel, of 
Augusta, Ga., Camp Q. M.; Dr. Owens, of Savannab, 
surgeon, and Lieut. Gardner, Richmond Hussars, 
A. D.C. Lieut. Terrett was the inapector detailed 
by orders from the War D-partment.

The morning report of Tuesday, June 17, showed an ag- 
gregate of officers and men of 1.083, probabiy the greatest 
strength, for some leaves of absence on account of sickness 
and urgevt business were granted after that day. 

The first ceremouy which I witnessed was guard mounting, 
and it guve an idea how unequal the materiai was ia poiat 
of discipline ana knowledge of military duty, and yet how 

romisivg it ali was as to zeal, sobriety and desire to learn. 
The detail was a large one—84 privates—as the camp being 
80 pear av atiractive city, from which several of tae com- 
panies came, would naturaliy need a good deal of guarding, 
and it was desirable tor purposes of instruction to get as 
many men as possibile without seriously depleting the com- 

jes. About 60 of the detail reported, the Ist sergeants 
ing apparentiy uuabie to find the rest. Probably after 
getting into camp and getting comfortabie the men scat- 
tered about, evidently not having the slightest idea that 
they were duing anything wrong in leaving camp tempor- 
ariiy. Lieut. having rehearsed the ceremony with 
the officers of the day and guard, got through with it as 
well as could have been expected with such heterogeneous 
material. It was apparent trom the start that Col. Riley's 
battahon was in the highest state of discipline and efficieacy 
and that the attached company had fallen at once into their 
ways, being especially weli-commanded by Capt. Gilbert, a 
member of the Legislature aud of the Military Advisory 
Board, and one of the ablest men in the militia. 

The Ist Georgia Battation was in very fair condition gen- 
oar. aod the Oglethorpe Iatantry, Capt. Jackson, especi- 
ally fine. The two other battalions were composed of com- 
panies no two of which were from the same place and had, 
consequently, rarely seen one another or a battalion drill or 
dress parade. Raw as they were they were of capital stuff 
and had the right spirit. Guard duty from first to last 
was the weak point of the encampment. I thought I was 
familiar with all forms of crudity but had never seen de- 
tails fail to report and seatineis impatient of their tour on 
post. Muany of the repeated calls tor corporal of the guard 
evidentiy came trom youngsters who, baviag walked post 
for uarters of an hour, thought it must bave been 
two hours and began to call for relief. 





In some cases sentinels undoubtedly were not relieved 
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with due puoctuality, but as a rule officers did their part of 
guard duty not only efficiently, but in many cases with an 
amount of zeal which, if it could not supply the want of 
knowledge of the men, at least showed that nothing in the 
future should be impossible. The Ist o'fcer of the day, 
Capt. Brooks, of the Savannah Cadets, never closed bis eyes 
during the night, and I verily believe scarcely sat down 
during that period. After the natural demoraliz.tion of 
the guard, due to the blowing down of their tent and the 
destruction of the lista of details in the veritabie flood of 
Thursday, the 19tb, the officers of the guard did the work of 
10 men i straightening out the guard. From all these 
criticisms the Ist Ga. Vols. must be exempted, as they were 
in every respect « thoroughly organized and admirably dis- 
ciplined body of men. I[ saw Capt. Brooks's company drill- 
ing the second morning under the Ist liceutepant. Their 
appearance was absolutely sati«fying tothe military eye. 
They wore dark biue flannel shirts, prairie belts, untanned 
leather leggiovs, and forage caps. Some y said: “How 
do they look?” I said: “Substitute a soft drab feit broad- 
brim for the patty chasseur caps and [| would think I wus 
looking at a crack company of the regular infantry starting 
out for a summer with the Apaches.” 

The manual wasin point of time, precision, and snap, ex- 
cellent, and while it was evident to a practiced eye that two 
men were a trifie behind the rest. owing to their being re- 
cruits, the entire drill showed as much smartness as is possi- 
ble with due attention tothe bigher and more important 
parts of a soldier's duty. [I bave rarely seen their mere drill 
exceeded. have never seen better soldiers in the Ameri- 
can National Guard, and Capt. Brooks is the type of man 
that I never see without feeling regret that such a soldier 
should not give bis whole lifetu the profession. Col. Mercer 
was justiy proud of his regiment, and much of its efficiency 
is due to the thorough soldier and excelient administrator 
who has for some time commanded it, Lieut.-Col. Reilly. 
If guard duty was the weak point, cleanliness, sobriety, and 
good humor were their strong points. The police was ia 
every way admirable. I bave never seen auvwhere cleacer 
camps. The sinks were kept absolutely inoffensive. There 
was no drunke.ness, and what voise there was was merely 
the escape of irrepressible spirit. Good bumor and cheer- 
fulness prevailed at all times. 

Brigade dress parade was the first ceremony which dis- 
Played the whole command. It took place in the oval en- 
closed by the mule track of the exposition gcouads. Line 
was fermed soon alter 6 o'clock. Col. Reiley’s battalion 
formed the right of the line. Toea came Col. Levy's bat- 
talion, commanded by Lt. Terrett, as Col. Levy’s arm bad 
received ao injury which prevented him [from drawiog his 
sword. Col. Wight’s battalion was next and and Col. Jones’ 
formed the left of the in‘antry line. All the battalions 
marched and formed very well fora firstexperience. As 
the left battalion came up, the long column of cavalry filed 
through the gate of the track und tormed column of com- 
panies. It was the first time in all my visite to State en- 
campments that 1 baJj seen more than two compuoies, and 
much as | had beard of the excellence of this command, I 
was not prepared for such an uppearance. The material is 
the very vick and flower of the young men of the southern 
portion of the State. A large number owned their own 
horses, and those who did not bad the use of horses from 
frienos. Every horse was a gevuine saddle horse bitten 
and broken, The men were such borsemen as could only 
be found in 2 community where every tairly well-to-do boy 
rides almost as soon as be walks. 

The Georgia Hussars, Cul. Gordon's old troop, rode with 
avery handsome seat, much like the Eoglish military, but 
which looked better because there was not the st udied effort 
to drop the heel, which gives the straddling or tongs across- 
a-wall effect. The Liberty Co. troop bad a true cavairy 
seat which was not as handsome to u suldier’s eye, but they 
ure holy terrors in keeping the saddle. There were in their 
ranks a lot of Texas punies, and some of them knew bow to 
buck in good frootier style, but they could just as easily 
bave tossed Pawnee Bill or Mexican Pete as these long- 
legged Georgia boys. I had jittle taith in militia cavairy. 
I bad been accustomed to the big raw-boned animats hired 
tor the occasion from street car and omaibus lines, and the 
appearance of a cavairy orderly pouoding acruss the field 
ridiog allover bis horse, was au ion for end! mirth 
to the infantry. Here I saw companies moving in admirable 
dress, ranks closed toot to bout, officers splendidly mouated 
and splendid horsemen, and the whole command iofused 
with the finest soldierly spirit. 

This is due to the admirable material, to the fact that the 
officers were the pick of a picked organization aud tbat Col. 
Gordon is not ooly the best disciplioxrian in the State, but 
that be bas that rure union of uvruffied courtesy with the 
most unbending sense of duty, whicn has enabied bim to 
bring out the very best results from this high spirited and 
intelligent material. I do not mean that they drilled io all 
the movements as well as our regular cavairy, but | do say 
that they kept their borses better closed than many Regu- 

have seen, and that while their mounts and their 
bor would pare well with the best we've gor, 
their swordsmanship, owiag to constant practice in tiluog 
and head-cuttiog 1s abead of anything in Americ: qqeent n 
picked squad of West Point cadets. Lieut.-Col. Wylie,a 
tall, handsome, soldierly figure. is probably the most fin- 
ished horseman in the State of Georgia. At the close of the 
ceremony, which was really good, except that the battalions 
would not take the communds “attention,” “carry” aud 
* present arms” trom the Adjutant-General, but waited for 
their own commanders, the adjutants aod field officers 
came to the front and cluseJ in go01 shape. Lieut. Lawton 
of the cavalry battalion,an admirable soldier, splendidly 
mounted, would have done credit to the tamous Horse 
in the days when Chariey Kiog was adjutant, 

On Wednesday the commuaaod gave a street parade ia the 
city of Augusta, and looked and marched well, Thursday 
they were reviewed by Governor Gordon ia one of the most 
trem: ndous tempests { eversaw. Just as the infaatry bat- 
talions marched on the ground, the clouds, which had 
gathered to an almust piichy blavkoess, vpeoed aad solid 
sheeta of rain descended. The line was forme. io such a 
deluge of water and roar of wiad that commands could 
only be guessed at. 

The Governor rode around the rapks with the rai stream- 
ing from bis gray iocks, which be bad uncovered at the 
present. I had often beard of Gordoo’s magnetism, but 
now feit it. ‘be cheeriag was tempestuous and, as be passed 
the cavalry, every man rose io his stirrups and braadished 
bis sabre. When you remembered that be had been about 
toe barvest fighter in Lee's army, and bad led that terrible 
as-ault io the gray tog of the early Mocoiag at Wirchkester, 
which almost swept our vaa out of existence, you could 
enter into the feeling. After be had passed around 
the battalions broke into column aod marched by him. Just 
as Col. Mercerand staff bad wheeled out of tbe columo, 
from the black cloud immediutely overbead two vivid forks 
of ligh uing ran dowu, dividing the sombre mass with sul- 

hurous gleams of fire, and the deateuing crash followed 
nstuntaheousiy. It killed one and stuaned another of 
Col, Gordon's horses in camp near by. 

Tbe men tramped bravely through a sbeet of water above 
their ankles anu showed by their soldierty and cheerful bear- 
ing that they were no piay soldiers, Company drills were 
excellent ia Col, Reilev’s regimeat and fair to good in the 
other battalions. The companies which were so raw in guard 
duty and battalion drills did much better than you would 
huve expectec th+m to do in company manceuvres. Col. 
Levy’s battalion gave avery fair battalion arili, Guides 
and markers were sometimes faultily posted, buc the com- 
pany commanders had a good idea of their work. Lett front 
10.0 line trom columa of fours was dove tor the first time 
with remarkable accuracy, especially in the matter of judg- 
ing distances. On Friday eacn battaliva had dress parade 
successively. Col. Reiley’s was foultiess, with Ooe small ex- 
ception : a lst sergeant, who failed to come to an order 
after reportiog his company and returning to bis place. 

The manual of the Ist Ga. Battalion, Col. Levy: was very 
fair, and that of the Oglethorpe lntan'ry, Capt. Jackson, in 
snap and cadence extremely fine. The other two were 
creditable ; in fact, rather remarkable, considering that 
they bad probably never participated in one before. The 
adjutants were especially well posted and their morning re- 
ports showed them to be men of unusual intelligence and 
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zeal. Taking it as a whole, the encampment was an actual 
success and a promise of bigh excellence ia the future, 
Nothing is needed to put the militia ot Georgia on the bigh- 
est plane except judgment on the part of the Acvisory 
Board and support trom the Legislature. I don’t mean to 
insinuate that judgmeut is or will be wanting, but only to 
show what a rare opportunity they have in the splendid ma- 
terial ready to their band, 

Col. Mercer is a man of the highest intellectual! ability, de 
scendant of Hugh Mercer of the Revolutionary war, and of 
a long live ot soldiers; his great professional and social 
standing command the respect, as bis gentle courtesy wios 
the love, of «ll. Col, Olmstead, the Q. M. General, bas not 
only the best business capacity but is a man of broad views 
and an admirable scholar. Organization and discipline are 
the means to evolve the best results trom material which 
is actually unsurpassed, Que of the great advantages which 
this State pos-esses is the intense military spirit which per- 
vades all ranks and classes. The companies get the best 
socialand moralelement of the communities which they 
represent and no man io Georgia is or holds himself too bigh 
for a commission io the State troops, 

The officers are men who command the respect of their 
companies trom their standing and personal qualities, and 
this, where penalties are nominal and the means of enforc- 
ing discipline inadequate, isthe best guarantee for obedi- 
ence and order. How far this was attained can be judged 
from the fact that from Mouday to Saturday [ did not see 
one intoxicated member of the militia,and [ saw almost 
every mao in the camp at one time or another. [ did not 
see a blow struck or bear an angry word. 

The first thiog needed is the formation of a staff service. 
The Q. M. Department isin good bands and only wants ex- 
pansion, There sbouid be a Commissary Department or- 
gavized at once,and a Meaical Deoartment, witb proper 
ard roowy hospital accommodation. Nu better Surgeon 
General than Dr. Owens c'ula be found; intensely military, 
evergetic, with an exceptional medical education, his youch 
is one of his strongest recommendations, 

A permanent Assistant Adjutant Geveral and a force of 
coupetent clerks is another necessity, and it is to be hoped 
that the advantage of having such competent inspection 
and instruction as Lieut. Terrett bas piven this year will 
net be forgotten. Discipline and instruction should be the 
watcbwords of the Georgia volunteers, und with these qual- 
ities enforced the State will bave a body of troops second to 
nore in America. I hope the intense State pride of ber peo- 
ple will overcome the natura! r: luctance of ao agricultural 
community to vote mooey. When the Legislature sees in 
its first year and its imperfect organizgtiou their State 
militia earning the respect and admiration of professional 
observers who bave made the National Guard system a 
study and seen the troop: of balf a dozen States, I cannot 
believe tbat they will permit such germs to perish from lack 
of nutrimeat. 

A prowinent officer of the State, writing to the JouRNAI. 
from Macon in reterence ty the receat camp, says: * Capt. 
Fietd and Lieut. Terrett were working like beavers, aud 
were thorougbly competent to discharge the duti-s as 
signed them, wearyinge as they necessarily were. I onoly 
hope that we may be as fortunate in our next year’s detail. 
I can say, also, that the campof the Ist Voiuateer Regi- 
ment, beadquarters at Savaonab, under command of Lieut.- 
Col. Reiley, was a credit to the State and received many 
compliments trom the officer named. The report of the 
officer to the Anjutuot General of the Army will doubtless 
gzive everythiog from the best possible standpoint, aud the 
depiorable want of discipliae in some. tbe willingness of 
others to learn, and the evident ability of a few will be ban- 
died, as they should be, with charity to all, but with ‘gloves 
off.” *Rome was not built in a day,’ and each year will 
show improvement, esvecially if such gentiemen of the 
Army are sent us. [am in favor of a regular commandant 
and regular staff in toto for several years to come, until our 
field Ufficers get thoroughly ioto barness and abreast of the 
times in matters pertaining to camp discipline.”

CONNECTICUT. 


THOUGH formal orders will not be issued until July 5, it is 
anpouveed that the C. N. G. will go iato camp at Niantic the 
third week in August. The orderof the regiments trom 
rigbr to left will be: 3d, 20, 4th and Ist Separate Companics, 
and Battery A. For two or three years tbe plan of guing 
into camp Saturday bas been advocated. By the present 
arreogement, Monday aod Saturday of camp week amount 
to little bocause of the arrival and deperture of troops, 
while Friday, Governor's aay, is chiefly devuted to spec- 
tacles. The last General Assembly granted the brigade per- 
mission to go to camp Saturday but failed to make an ap- 
propriation, notwi bstanding the fact that the military com- 
mutation tax of tbe State amounts to $10,000 more tban tbe 
running expenses of the militie. A circular bus been sent 
out by Adjt..Gen. Embier to all commanding officers stat 
ing the case and also the desire of the Commander ia-Chief, 
Gv. Bulkeley, to pave the troops yo to camp Saturday if 
possible, Traosportaton from tbe armories would 
furnished Saturday aftervoon, allowing the men to reach 
Niantic in good sesson. The regular sum tor rations, 30 
cents per man a day. would also be allowed. In default of 
the appropriation torthe regular pay of $2 per diem, the 
Governor wants each commander to ascertain if bis men are 
wilhog to go without that pay. Asone of these cassia Sun- 
day, #04 only half ot Saturday will be taken, it is probabie 
thut their vote vill be in the affirmative. Lo camp, the day 
would be observed on strictest military principles, with ser- 
vices by the chaplains. In fact, the day would be mucb bet 
ter observed than it is now, when the men are preparing to 
jeave bome at 5 o’clock Mondas morning. Col. Doberty. ot 
the 24, held a meeting of bis officers in New Haven Munday 
night and from the opinions of the officers there ex 
there is little coubt as to bow that regiment will vote. It 
— be the first time the C. N. G. bas ever spent Sunday 
bn camp. 

Aojt. Gen. Embler, after announcing that camp at Niantic 
would be tbe tbird week in August, sent out a circular stat- 
ing thet the Commander-in-Chiet would like to see an eight 
days’ camp, but tbat the last Legislature, not baving been 
asked, bes made vo appropriution tothat end. Accordingly 
be asked each commander to get the vote of his men and re 
port by July 5 whether they would be willing to go to caw 
Saturday ufternvon, August 16, their pay not to begin till 
August 13, but they © be allowed tull rations for both Sat- 
urday avd Sunday. This would mean an average expense 
totbe men of pnotover $1.25 and tte loss of half a day’s 
work. Theeighbt doys is something that bas long been de- 
sired by the brizade, The 2d Regiment officers beld a meet- 
ing anu voted almost upanimously to use their iofluence 
with the men to vote to g0,and there is no question as to 
the action of tbat commana, [n ober regiments, bowever, 
the cou penics were »llowed te vote separately without the 
prestige of ap officers’ vote, with the probable result that 
the piap will be cefeated, The pvext Legisiature will prob- 
ably make the extra epprc priation, snd the men will then 
be ordered into camp ov Saturday, in 1891. 

The trouble in the 1-t Regimeut is by no means at an end. 
Capr. Wickham, the Governor's appoivtee as captain of Co. 
F, Hartford City Guards, is vot liked by the men, They take 
the ground that the City Guard isa senarate social organi- 
zation, althougb its by-laws, etc., huve been approved by the 
adjutant general, and thereforethey retain Capt. Newton, 
the officer cischarged by the Governor to the polo fignt, as 
captain of that orgavization. Whea the company observed 
its ancus! memorial day, only eight men turned out uncer 
Capt. Wickhum. This officer reported the names of the 
lir quents to Col. Erickson, with tbe result that four cor- 
potars were Gismissed this week and also Lieut. Newton, a 
brotber ot Capt. Newton, on the ground that be does pot 
support Wickbam. Several members of the Veteran Corps 
ol the City Guarda have 1e-erlisted as ectives. 

Col. Erickson, of the Ist, bas been before the State Exam- 
ining Board and passed a very satisfactory examination. 
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Mihtary Academy and until recently lieutenant in Co. D, 2d 
Regiment. The Board is now ino session at Hartford.

ORDERS from Division Headquarters announce 
tbat the encampment of the Division of the Na- 
tional Guard of Pennsylvania at Mt. Gretna, Leba- 
non County, Pa., will be designated and named 
Camp Jobo F. Hartranft.

2d 
Brigade—Tuesday, July 22,from 9 to 11 A. M., bat 
talion drill; Thursday, July 2t, from 9 to 11 A. m., 
brigade drill. 3d Brigade—Monday, July 21, from 4 
to 6 Pp. M., brigade drill; Wednesday, July 23, from 9 
toll a. M., ba‘ talion drill. 

Brigade wanceuvres will assimilate as far as prac- 
ticable the actual operations of war. The drills of 
the artillery and cavalry and other drills of the in- 
fantry will be conducted so as not to interfere with 
this order, and they will at all times give special at- 
tention to guard duty.

ARMY OFFICERS AT NATIONAL GUARD 
ENCAMPMENTS, 


THE instructions issued by the Inspector General 
of the U. 8S. Army to officers detailed to visit en- 
cam pments of State troops will be found of general 
interest. They are as follows: 


Str: The Secretary of War desires me to inform you that 
youc detuil to visit the encampment of ———— for the pur- 
pose of inspecting and instructing the same, is made 
primarily on account of the ioterest felt by the War De- 
partment in the National Guard and militia forces of the 
nation, and with the specific purpose of giving such in- 
structions and information to the officers and men a-sem- 
vied in such camp as may be requested, and also to ubserve 
the condition ut tee troops. You will have no authority to 
control, interfere witb, or exercise any power or command 
during such inspection or course of instruction over the 
troops so instructed or iospected, except by virtue of such 
courtesy as may be extended and autbority as may be con- 
ferred upon you temporarily by the Governor of the State, 
directly or through his representative. Your first duty, 
therefore, will be to report by letter to the Governer of the 
State and commandant of the camp that you have received 
these orvercs, and ask if tnere is any special matter to which 
it is desired that you shall give your attention. 

lt is not intended that your iospection sbal! consist solely 
of the ceremony as prescribed in the drill book and regula- 
tions, but that you shall observe everything tbat can possi- 
bly be of present or future militsry use; and, of course, 
such mere details as euch anu all of the exercises, drills, 
parades, etc., and all matters generally pertaiaiog to a camp 
of troops, und you will discuss tbe same wiih tbe command- 
ing Officer, and, if be desires, will assume ali pecessary au- 
thority and giveapy necessary instruction, and submit to 
him daily a report covering all tbat bas come uoder your 
observation during the preceding twenty-four bours which 
in your judgment calls tor comment. With both readiaess 
and reserve please be as usefulas possib e within profes- 
sional lines. You will also suggest to the commanding offi- 
cer certain, DOt too complex, problems in minor tactics, 
whicd should be practically demor strated by the troops on 
the field, whicb, if properly thought out, may il-ustrate ex- 
perience io campaign. You will secure si.ch exact ioforma- 
tion regarding tbe organization, equipment, ins‘ruction, 
and discipline of the troops you may see assembled aod the 
others in the State pot participating in this encampment 
but to ve considered in case of hostilities, as close personal 
observation and the facilities cfferea enable you to obtaia. 
You should direct your atiention to matters woich combine 
to render troops efficient when called into active service, 
immediately encouraving the best you see and not criticis- 
ing then what cannot be corrected. You will report upon 
the aduptability of the uniform to use io the field ; the kind 
and calibre of armsin use, their conditivn and tbat of ac- 
coutrewents; amount ao’ kind of target practice habitu- 
ally bad and degree of proficiency therein, both in the gal- 
lery and the field; the quality and character of camp and 
garrison equipage avaiable; andthe system followed by 
tbe various stuff departments (especially those of supply) 
for placing tbe force in condition tor active service. You 
will also report what facilities are at the disposal ot the au- 
thorities of the State for concentrating or distributing its 
forces in case of sudden emergency, and the laws of the 
State regulating tbe transportation of its forces over rail- 
road lioes within the State, and what facilities and met bods 
for instruction these troops possess at their places of abode. 
In any Criticisms you may teel ebiiged to make in your re- 
port to this oftice, you should bear in mind tne opportuni- 
ties such troops have to perfect themselves in their duties. 
But they are entitied toevery praise tor any particular 
when they excei the Regulars, especially in economy or sul- 
dierly efficiency. You should mingle freely with officers of 
ail grades; as certain generally their knowiedge and capacity 
for their duties, and whetber they ure zealous ia perform- 
ing them, and are capable of leading and iustilling proper 
entbusiasm aad discipline among their men; give freely 
whevever solicited the benefit of your own knuwiedge and 
experience. Be watchtul of aod if opportuoity offers test 
the fitness of men of aii ranks and On every sort of duty for 
their positions; and ailow the requirements of the general 
regulations and drill books to rewaia superior to any per- 
sonal opinion. Io doing this you ebould appreciate tne de- 
sirability ot cultivating cordial relations between the Regu- 
lur Aimy and the National Guard and volunteer forces of 
the pation, rememberiog that upon the latter our couatry 
must ever rely when there is a general callto arms. Aad it 
is hoped both can still be benefited, as both bave been, by 
careiul and kiodly association, and understandiug each 
other properly. 

Finally, you will submit such recommendations as in your 
judgmeot would promote the usefulness of the troops 
comiog uuder your observation duriog the inspection with 
wbicb you bave been cbarged, with a view of official trans- 
mission of such recommeadativos to the State au.bority 
concerned. You will suomit direct to this office a general 
report of your observations, with return of troops, copies 
ot orders, and, if procurabie, copies of the laws governing 
the militia of the State, copies of your daily reports, or 
criticisms, with rotes as to action taken On them and re- 
suits, to be mailed not later tban ten days alter the ensamp- 
mvnt has been broken up. In addition to this general report, 
if tnere is anything of a confidential character of which it 
would be well the War Department should be advised, you 
will submit a second, or confidential report, to reacn this 
Office not later than toirty days utter the termiaation of the 
encampment. Yuu will report each Saturday to this office 
during your tour of thisduty your whereabouts and any 
marked features in the week’sa work, aod will report at once 
any matter requiring immediate attention here,

REMINISCENCES OF WEST POINT. 


Town Topics says: ‘*Crunston’s, at West Point, 
bas its reminiscences, and plenty of them. Just 
think, for instance, of the proces-iovn of men known 
to the cabinet and the field that have proceeded 
through its corriders and veraudas in their life's 
march toward the shades! I remember this house 
for over thirty years,and only this morning my 
memory went back to the summer of 1860, just 
about commencement time, and to a notable group 
that gathered around a diring table in the east end 
of tbe big dining hall. lt was Winfield Scott's 
table, and he always had a special] one, and only bis 
own guests sat at it, always excepting old Mr. Coz- 
zens, who invariably took a place at the foot. Oo 
this particular occasion part of the then visiting 
board had come down from the Point to dine, and 
there they sat. Scott, massive of form and leonine 
of feature, towered at the head; by him was Jeff. 
Davis, with his thin, clear-cut, intellectual face and 





bead. 1 wonder if he had any premonition of the 
funeral fires of the Confederacy when its Capitol, 
self-lizhted, went into smokeand ashes? or whether 
any foresight of bis could in any way or measure 
have foreseen the ineffable sadness of the next four 
years? There, too, was Handsome Breckenridge, 
then Vice-President, soldier, statesman, on the 
wrong side, to be sure, but a gallant gentleman 
always. Fort Sumter Anderson sat side by side 
with Hardee of the tactics, then commandant at the 
Point, and all about were ranged men of war and 
state, whose names in those days filled men’s ears, 
and are now only recorded in history or on the 
plates of their coffius; for every man at that table 
bas lived bis life, fought hire fight, and departed un- 
to his own place. And yet it is only thirty yeare! 
*What shadows we are, and what shadows we 
pursue!’”’ 








THE ELECTRICAL TRANSMISSION OF POWER. 


A REMARKABLE electrical transmission plant bas 
recently been put down in the State of Nevada, in 
the worid-famous Comstock Lode and the almost 
equally famous Sutro Tunnel. At the Nevada Mill 
there is a 10 ft. Pelton water wheel, which receives 
water tbrough a pipe-line delivering water from the 
side of Mount Davidson under a head of 460 ft., 
giving 200 borse power. Here the water is again 
caught up, delivered into two heavy iron pipes and 
conducted down the vertical shaft ard incline of 
the Chollar Mine to the Sutro Tunnel level, where tt 
is again delivered to six Peitou water wheels, this 
time running under a bead of 1,680 ft. Each of the 
six wheels is but 40 in. in diameter, weighing 225 |b.; 
but with a jet of weter Jess than in. in diame 
ter, they develop 125 horse power each. Un the 
same shafts, which revolve 900 times a minute, are 
coupled six Brush dynamos, which generate the 
current for tbe electric motors that drive the stamps 
in the mill above ground. The result is that, where 
it formerly took 312 miners’ inches of water to ope- 
rate 35 stamps, but 72 in. are now requ‘red to run 60 
stamps. This is the greatest bead of water ever 
used by any wheel, and by itself constitutes an era 
10 bydraulic engineering. A solid bar of iron thrown 
forcibly against this tremendous jet rebounds as 
thouzh it bad struck against a solid body instead of 
a mobile fluid. The speed of this jet, where it im- 
pinges against the buckets ot the wheel, is two miles 
a minute—176 ft. asecond. The wheels only weigh 
1.8 lb. per electric borse power when working with 
the maximum nead, figures which are only sur- 
passed by the Brotherhood engines used for driving 
torpedoes, and possibly by the Parsons steam tur- 
bine. At the Terni steel works tn Italy there isa 
Girard turbine using water uaodera head of 1,000 
't., which we believe is the greatest head used in
